The 
number ef the Commons ſlain and taken was in- 
credible, Of Scots was ſlain two Gentlemen of 
Note, Sir Milli am Hepont j and Sir Walter Roſs, with 
four Thouſand common Souldiers. a 
After this Victory, Sterling being yielded, and 
Dumbarten gotten by Compoſition, che Earl of 
March, the Lurd Soules, and Abernethy, and orhers 
of the Cumins Allies, were Retonriledro the King;
